pofe  for  which  fuch  Court  is  to  be  called  whereto 
he  fhall  be  fo  fummoned  ; and  every  One  of  the 
Affiants  fefiding  out  of  London  or  Weflminfler,  at 
any  Diflance  exceeding  One  Mile  and  not  exceedr 
jng  Seven  Miles,  fhall  be  fummoned  by  a Penny- 
poft  Letter:  And  no  fuch  Court  fhall  be  holden 
without  the  perfonal  Prefence  of  Two  of  the  faid 
Governors  and  Nine  of  the  AjJiflants  at  the  leafl : 
And  no  Order  of  any  Court  fhall  be  binding  or 
obligatory  till  the  fame  has  been  confirmed  by 
^oirve'fucceeding  Court  of  Affillants.  And  further, 
That  no  Member  of  the  Court  fhall  depart  there- 
from, without  having  firft  obtained  the  Leave  of 
the  Principal  Matter,  or  of  the  prefidin-g  Governor 
or  Warden,  or  the  Majority  of  the  Court  who  fhall 
be  then  prefent,  on  pain  of  forfeiting  One  Pound 
One  Shilling  of  lawful  Money  of  Great  Britain  ; 
neither  fhall  the  Principal  Mailer  or  Governor,  or 
other  Perfon  who  prefides  at  the  Court  wherein 
the  Bnfinefs  mentioned  in  the  Summons  is  to  be 
tranfa&ed,  leave  the  Chair  without  the  Confent 
of  the  Majority  of  the  Affiflants  then  prefent, 
until  the  Bufinefs  of  their  Meeting  be  fully  de- 
termined. 
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termined,  on  pain  of  amotion  from  the  Court 
of  Examiners  and  Affiftants  ; And  if  any  Diffe- 
rence of  Opinion  fhall  happen  at  any  fuch  Court, 
touching  any  Motion  or  Oueftion  made  or  pro- 
pofed,  the  fame  fhall  be  determined  by  ballot- 
ing, if  defired  by  any  Two  Affiltants  prefent : 
And,  in  cafe  of  an  Equality  of  Voices  or  Votes,

VI.  Item,  in  order  to  encourage  a pun&ual 
Attendance  according  to  the  Summons,  it  is  or- 
dained, That  every  Afliftant  who  fhall  be  prefent 
in  the  Room  where  any  Court  of  Affittants  is 
appointed  to  be  holden  before  St.  Paul’s  Clock 
has  ftruck  the  Hour  mentioned  in  fuch  Sum,- 
mons,  fhall  receive  Half  a Crown,  out  of  the 
Money  which  properly  belongs  to  the  Court  of 
Affiftants.

VII.  Item,  it  is  ordained,  That  if  any  Member 
of  the  Court  of  Affiftants  neglefh  to  attend  at  any 
Court  for  the  Space  of  Six  Months,  after  having 
been  duly  fummoned  to  attend,  without  giving 
a fufficient  Reafon  or  Reafons  for  fuch  his  Ab- 
fence,  to  be  judged  of  by  the  faid  Court,  he 
fhall  be  liable  to  be  amoved  from  his  faid  Of- 
fice of  an  Afliftant,  and  of  an  Examiner  (if  he 
happens  to  be  One:)  And  if  any  Member  of

VIII.  Item,  it  is  ordained,  That  no  Perfon 
pra£lifing  as  an  Apothecary,  or  following  any 
other  Trade  or  Occupation  befides  the  Profef- 
fion  or  Bufinefs  of  a Surgeon,  fhall  be  capable 
of  being  chofen  into  the  Court  of  Affiftants;  or, 
if  he  fhould  be  One  of  the  Court  of  Affiftants, 
be  eligible  to  the  Office  of  Mailer  or  Examiner. 

IX.  Item,  it  is  ordained,  That  there  fhall  be 
in  the  faid  Company  Ten  Examiners;  who  fhall 
be  from  time  to  time  fucceffively  chofen  by  the 
Court  of  Affiftants  ; and  fhall  confift  of  the 
Principal  Mailer  or  Governor  and  the  Two  War- 
dens or  Governors  for  the  Time  being,  and  of  Seven 
other  Members  of  the  Court  of  Affiftants ; who 
fhall  continue  in  fuch  Office  fo  long  as  they  fhall 
well  behave  themfelves  therein ; and  fhall  be 
called  “ cTke  Court  of  Examiners ,”  and  fhall  have 
Power  to  examine  any  perfon  whofoever,  either 
brought  before  them,  or  offering  himfelf  to  be 
examined,  touching  his  Skill  or  Knowledge  in 
the  Art  and  Science  of  Surgery;  and  to  cer- 
tify the  fame  accordingly  ; and  to  affix  the  Com- 
mon Seal  to  the  grand  Diploma  which  they  fhall 
grant  to  any  Perfon  examined  by  them  ; pro- 
vided fuch  Examination  hath  been  in  the  Pre- 
fence of  Two  Governors  and  Three  Examiners, 


or 


or  of  One  Governor  and  Five  Examiners  at  the 
lead,  and  not  otherwife. 

X.  Item,  it  is  ordained,  That  whenever  any 
Court  of  Examiners  Ihall  be  called*  every  One 
of  the  faid  Examiners  who  fhall  inhabit  or  dwell 
within  the  cities  of  London  and  Weftminfter,  or 
One  Mile  thereof,  fhall  be  particularly  fum- 
moned  by  the  Beadle  or  other  proper  Officer; 
and  if  he  refides  at  a greater  Diftance  from  Lon- 
don or  Weffminfter,  not  exceeding  Seven  Miles, 
by  a Penny-poll  Letter:  And  no  fuch  Court 
fhall  ever  be  holden  without  the  perfonal  Pre- 
fence of  Two  of  the  faid  Mailers  or  Governors 
and  Three  of  the  faid  Examiners,  or  One  Gover- 
nor and  Five  of  the  faid  Examiners  at  the  leaft : 
And  that  no  Examiner  fhall  certify  the  Sufficiency 
of  any  Perfon  in  the  Art  of  Surgery,  unlefs 
fuch  Perfon  hath  been  examined  in  the  Prefence 
of  fuch  Two  Governors  and  Three  Examiners,  or 
One  Governor  and  Five  Examiners,  on  pain  of 
the  Examiner  fo  certifying  being  difmiffed  from 
his  Place  of  an  Examiner  and  forfeiting  Twenty 
Pounds:  And  that  no  Examiner  prefent  at  any 
fuch  Court  of  Examiners  fhall  during  the  Con- 
tinuance of  fueh  Court  depart  therefrom,  with- 
out having  firft  obtained  the  Leave  of  the  Chief 
or  Principal  Mailer  or  Governors,  or  of  the  Ma- 
jority of  the  Court  who  fh?U  be  then  prefent, 
on  pain  of  forfeiting  Twenty  Shillings  of  lawful 
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Money  of  Great  Britain  : And  if  any  Examiner 
fhall  on  any  Account  or  Pretence  receive  any 
Fee  or  Prefent  from  any  Perfon  to  be  examined, 
either  at,  before,  or  after  the  Time  of  fuch  Exa- 
mination, he  (hall  be  expelled  and  amoved  both 
from  his  Office  of  an  Examiner  and  Affiftant. 

XI.  Item,  it  is  ordained,  That  no  Perfon 
whatfoever  (hall  be  prefent  at  any  Court  of  Exa- 
miners, but  whom  the  Examiners  themfelves  (hall 
appoint;  and  that  each  Examiner  who  fhall  be 
prefent  in  the  Room  wherein  the  faid  Court  is 
appointed  to  be  holden,  before  St.  Paul's  Clock 
• has  ftruck  the  Hour  appointed  in  the  Summons 
for  the  Meeting  of  fuch  Court,  and  fhall  con- 
tinue there  during  the  Examination  of  any  Perfon 
or  Perfons  who  fhall  receive  the  grand  Diploma, 
fhall  have  Half  a Guinea  out  of  the  Money 
paid  for  every  fuch  Diploma ; and  the  Remainder 
to  go  into  the  common  Stock  of  the  Company  ; 
and  in  Cafe  no  Perfon  fhall  happen  to  be  exa- 
mined for  the  grand  Diploma,  fhall  recive  Half 
a Crown,  out  of  the  Money  which  properly  be- 
longs to  the  Court  of  Affiftants. 

XII.  Item,  it  is  ordained,  That  every  Mem- 
ber, -either  of  the  Court  of  Affiftants  or  Exa- 
miners, who  fhall  behave  himfelf  uncivilly  or  in- 
decently to  any  of  the  Governors  or  other  Affift- 
ants, at  either  of  the  faid  Courts,  or  fhall,  by 

Writing 
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Writing  or  otherwife,  exprefs  any  Diffiatisfa&ion 
at  any  Order,  Refolution,  or  Determination  of 
either  of  the  faid  Courts,  after  the  Subjeft- 
matter  of  their  Meeting  has  been  determined  by  a 
Majority  of  either  of  the  faid  Courts,  fuch  Mif- 
behaviour  in  either  of  the  foregoing  Inftances, 
to  be  judged  of  by  the  Court  of  Affiftants,  (hall 
be  ipfo  fafto  expelled  both  the  faid  Courts. 

XIII.  IrgM,  it  is  ordained,  That  if  his  prefent 
Majefty,  or  his  Succeffors,  fhall  be  pleafed  here- 
after to  appoint  a Principal  Serjeant  Surgeon,  who 
is  not  a Member  of  this  Company,  fuch  Principal 
Serjeant  Surgeon  fhall,  at  the  Firft  Court  after  his 
Appointment,  be  prefented  with  the  grand  Di- 
ploma, without  an  Examination ; and  fhall  like,- 
wife  be  chofen  an  Affiftant  and  Examiner  on  the 
Firft  Vacancies  which  fhall  refpebtively  happen, 
and  Principal  Mafter  at  the  Election,  next  enfuing 
his  Admiffion  into  the  Court  of  Affiftants : * And 
if  fuch  Principal  Serjeant  Surgeon,  at  the  Time 
of  fuch  his  Appointment,  fhall  happen  to  be  a 
Member  of  this  Company,  but  not  of  the  Court 
of  Affiftants  or  Examiners,  he  fhall  in  like  Man- 
ner be  chofen  into  the  refpebtive  Courts,  on  the 
Firft  Vacancies  happening  therein ; and  fhall

ber  of  the  Company,  who  fliall  be  elefted  Prin- 
cipal Mailer  or  Governor,  or  Warden,  or  Governor, 
and  fliall  refufe  to  take  upon  him  the  lame  Office, 
or  to  take  fuch  Oath  as  is  afore  ordained  for  the 
Performance  thereof,  not  having  a reafonable 
Excufe  for  his  Refufal  (to  be  allowed  by  the 
Court  of  Affiftants)  fliall  be  expelled  and  amoved 
both  from  the  Courts  of  Affiftants  and  Exa- 
miners; and  the  Court  of  Affiftants  fliall  be  at 
Liberty  to  proceed  to  a new  Election  of  another 
in  his  Room;  and  no  fuch  Governors  or  Wardens 
fliall,  after  the  Expiration  of  his  or  their  Office, 
intermeddle  ks  Governor  or  Warden;  but  fliall 
upon  the  Firft  Thurfday  in  July,  being  the  Day 
on  which  his  and  their  Office  expires,  or  within 
a Fortnight  after  in  every  Year,  deliver  in  his 
Accounts,  and  pay  the  fucceeding  Governors  the 
Balance  thereof,  upon  pain  of  Twenty  Pounds 
for  every  Default,  not  having  a reafonable  Ex- 
cufe, to  be  allowed  by  the  Court  of  Afliftantsj 
as  aforefaid, 

XV.  Item,  becaufe  the  late  Aft  of  Parliament 
and  feveral  of  the  Bye-laws  herein  contained  have 
at  many  of  the  Courts  direfted  by  them  to 
be  hoiden,  made  the  Prefence  of  Two  of  the 
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Governors  indifpenfably  neceflary,  and  confe- 
quently,  becaufe  their  Abfence  may  greatly  pro- 
tract the  Bafinefs  of  this  Company,  whereby 
great  Detriment  may  arife  not  only  to  the  feveral 
Members  thereof,  but  likewife  to  the  public  in 
general,  for  whole  Utility  this  Corporation  was 
conftituted,  it  is  ordained,  That  if  the  Principal 
Mailer,  or  either  of  the  Wardens  for  the  Time  be- 
ing, fhall  fail  to  give  his  or  their  punctual  At- 
tendance at  any  Court  whereat  the  Prefence  of 
Two  of  them  is  exprefly  directed  by  the  Aft 
aforefaid,  or  by  any  of  the  preceding  By-laws,

Item,  it  is  ordained,  That  if  any 
Member  of  the  Court  of  AlTiltants  fhall  become 
a Bankrupt  or  Infolvent,  he  fhall  be  removed 
from  his  faid  Office,  and  likewife  from  being  an 
Examiner  (if  he  fhall  happen  to  be  One*;)  and  in 
fuch  Cafe  the  Fine  of  Twenty-one  Pounds,  which 
he  paid  upon  his  admifiion  into  the  faid  Court 
of  Afliftants,  fhall  be  repaid  him,  if  the  Court 
fhall  think  fit  and  reafonable.

9ny  Motion  fhall  be  made,  or  Queftion  debated

prefent  at  fuch  Court,  fuch  Perfon  fhall  on  No- 
tice of  fuch  intended  Motion,  or  Oueftion,  with- 
draw himfelf,  till  the  fame  is  determined;  and 
on  Refufal  fhall  be  amoved  and  expelled  : And 
no  Member  fhall  have  a Vote  in  any  Queftion 
which  relates  to  or  regards  himfelf. 

XVIII.  Item,  it  is  ordained,  That  the  Court 
of  AfTiftants  fhall  out  of  the  Members  of  this 
Company,  on  the  Firft  Thurfday  in  the  Month  of 
July  in  every  Year,  chufe  Two  Maflers,  Two 
Wardens,  and  Two  Stewards  of  Anatomy,  without 
any  Regard  to  Seniority  ; to  be  changed  fuccef- 
fively,  Two  at  a Time,  every  Year;  the  par- 
ticular Duty  and  Bufinefs  of  which  refpeCtive 
Office,  fhall  from  time  to  time  be  determined  and 
regulated  by  the  Court  of  AfTiftants,  and  the 
Expences  and  Charges  thereof,  be  borne  and  de- 
frayed by  the  Company  : And  if  any  Member 
fo  chofen  and  appointed,  after  due  Notice  of 
fuch  Eleftion  to  either  of  the  faid  refpeCtive 
Offices,  refufe  to  accept  and  take  the  fame  upon 
him,  without  juft  and  reafonable  Caufe,  to  be

Money:  And  if  any  fuch  Mailer,  Warden,  or 
Steward  of  Anatomy,  or  any  other  Member  of 
the  Company,  in  differing  Human  Bodies,  or 
the  Parts  of  any  Human  Body,  in  public  or  pri- 
vate, fhall  indecently  expofe  any  part  thereof,  fo 
as  to  give  public  Offence,  or  fhall  take  away  any 
Part  of  the  Skin,  Member,  or  Flelh  of  any  Body 
differed  by  Order  or  Direction  of  the  Company, 
without  Leave  of  Two  of  the  Governors,  fuch 
Perfon  fo  offending  in  either  of  the  laft-mentioned 
Inflances  fhall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  Ten 
Pounds  of  lawful  Money  for  each  and  every  fuch 
Offence  *. 

XIX.  Item,  it  is  ordained,  That  the  Court  of 
Affiftants  Ihall  have  power  to  appoint  One  or  more 
Member  or  Members  of  the  Company  to  read 
LeQuses  of  Anatomy  or  Surgery  at  fuch  Time  as 
the  Governors  fhall  think  fit,  for  One  Year  only: 
And  that  if  any  Perfon  fo  appointed  fhall  accept 
of  fuch  Office,  and  afterwards  fhall  negledl  to  per- 
form it,  as  direfted  by  the  laid  Court,  he  fhall

ter  or  Governors,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  fhall 
by  him  or  themfelves,  without  the  Confent  and 
Order  of  a Court  of  Affidants,  tranfaft  any  Bufi- 
nefs  which  properly  belongs  to  the  faid  Court, 
whereby  the  Company  fhall  and  may  fuflain  or 
fuffer  any  Lofs  or  Damage,  fuch  Lofs  or  Damage 
fhall  be  made  good  by  the  Party  or  Parties  fo 
offending  ; who  fhall  likewife  be  amoved  from 
their  refpe&ive  Offices  ofMafier  or  Governor ; and 
the  Court  of  Affidants  fhall  proceed  to  a new 
Election.

Affidants,  upon  pain  of  forfeiting  the  Sum  of 
Twenty  Pounds  of  lawful  Money  of  Great  Britain. 

XXII.  Item,  it  is  ordained,  That  if  any  Mem- 
ber of  the  Company  fhall  wittingly  or  willingly, 
without  the  Confent  in  Writing  of  a Court  of  Af- 
fidants 
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fiftants,  cancel,  blot,  deface,  or  put  out,  or  caufe 
to  be  cancelled,  blotted,  defaced,  or  put  out,  any 
PiQure,  Monument,  Memorial,  Remembrance 
Book,  or  Record,  belonging  to  the  faid  Company  ; 

fuch  Member  fhall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Fifty 
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Pounds.

IMPRIMIS;  Whereas  in  the  13th  of  the 
foregoing  Bye  Laws,  made  and  ordained,  on 
the  7th  Day  of  April  1748,  it  is  ordained,  that  if 
His  then  Majefly,  or  his  Succeffors,  fhould  be 
pleafed  thereafter  to  appoint  a principal  Serjeant 
Surgeon,  who  fhould  not  be  a Member  of  this 
Company,  Rich  principal  Serjeant  Surgeon,  fhould 
at  the  firft  Court  after  his  appointment,  be  pre- 

v fented 
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fented  with  the  Grand  Diploma,  withot  an  Ex- 
amination ; and  fhould  likewife  be  chofen  an  Af- 
fidant  and  Examiner,  on  the  fil'd  vacancies  which 
fhould  refpe&ively  happen  ; and  principal  Mader, 
at  the  Election  next  enfuing  his  admiflion  into  the 
Court  of  Alhdants  : And  if  fuch  principal  Ser- 
jeant Surgeon,  at  the  time  of  fuch  his  Appoint- 
ment, fhould  happen  to  be  a Member  of  this 
Company,  but  not  of  the  Court  of  Adidants  or 
Examiners ; he  fhould  in  like  manner  be  chofen 
into  thofe  refpeflive  Courts,  on  the  fil'd  Vacancies 
happening  therein;  and  fhould  likewife  be  chofen 
principal  mader,  at  the  ele&ion  next  enfuing  his 
admiflion  into  the  Court  of  Affidants.  And 
whereas  fuch  part  of  the  faid  1 3th  Bye  Law, 
as  declares  that  fuch  principal  Serjeant  Surgeon, 
fhould  be  elefled  principal  Mader,  at  the  Elefilion 
next  enfuing  his  Admiflion  into  the  Court  of  Af- 
fidants, is  bad  ; inafmuch,  as  it  is  inconfident  with, 
and  contrary  to,  the  gth  of  the  foregoing  Bye 
Laws;  and  that  the  principal  Mader,  mud  of  ne- 
ceffity  always  be  a Member  of  the  Court  of  Ex- 
aminers. For  remedy  whereof,  It  is  hereby 
ordained,  that  the  faid  13th  of  the  foregoing 
Bye  Laws  fhall  be,  and  the  fame  is,  hereby  an- 
nulled, revoked  and  abrogated.  And  moreover 
it  is  ordained  ; that  if  his  prefent  Majedy  or  his 
Succeffors,  fhall  be  pleafed  hereafter  to  appoint 
a principal  Serjeant  Surgeon,  who  is  not  a Mem- 
ber 
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ber  of  this  Company,  fuch  principal  Serjeant  Sur- 
geon fhall,  at  the  firfl  Court  of  Examiners,  next 
after  his  appointment,  be  prefented  with  the  grand 
Diploma  of  this  Company,  without  an  Examina- 
tion, and  fhall  likewife  be  ehofen  an  Affiftant  and 
Examiner,  at  the  firfl  vacancies  which  fhall  hap- 
pen in  the  Courts  of  Affiftants  and  Examiners, 
next  after  his  appointment : and  fhall  be  ehofen 
principal  Matter,  at  the  Eleftion  next  enfuing  his 
Admiffion  into  the  Court  of  Examiners.  And 
if  fuch  principal  Serjeant  Surgeon,  at  the  time  of 
fuch  his  Appointment,  fhall  happen  to  be  a Mem- 
ber of  this  Company,  but  not  of  the  Court  of  Af- 
fiftants or  Examiners,  he  fhall  in  like  manner  be 
ehofen  into  the  refpedive  Courts  of  Affiftants,  and 
Examiners,  on  the  firft  vacancies  which  fhall  hap- 
pen therein,  next  after  his  appointment;  and  fhall 
likewife  be  ehofen  principal  Mafter,  at  the  Ele&ion 
next  enfuing  his  Admiffion  into  the  Court  of  Exa- 
miners. 

Item  Whereas  it  has  been  found,  that  the 
Method  of  elefting  two  Matters  of  Anatomy,  as 
preferibed  and  appointed  by  the  1 8 th  of  the  fore- 
going Bye  Laws,  did  by  no  means  Anfwer  the 
purpofes  intended  to  be  eff'e&ed  thereby  ; and  alfo, 
that  the  Fine  of  Twenty-one  Pounds,  thereby 
impofed,  in  cafe  of  refufal  to  accept,  or  negleft 
to  execute,  the  Offices  therein  named,  is  too  heavy 

and 
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and  exceffive.  It  is  therefore  ordained, 
that  the  faid  1 8th  of  the  foregoing  Bye  Laws,  fhall 
be,  and  the  fame  is  hereby  annulled  revoked  and 
abrogated.  And  moreover  it  is  ordained,  That 
from  henceforth  a Member  of  this  Corpora- 
tion, of  known  Abilities,  fhall  be  Annually 
chofen  and  elefted,  upon  the  Firft  Thurfday  in 
July,  in  each  and  every  fucceeding  Year,  by  the 
Court  of  Affiftants,  who  fhall  be  called  “ The 
Professor  of  Anatomy  inftead  of  the  faid 
Two  Matters  of  Anatomy.  And  further. 
That  on  the  faid  Firft  Thurfday  in  the  Month  of 
July,  in  every  Year,  the  faid  Court  of  Affiftants, 
fhall  out  of  the  Members  of  this  Company,  ebufe

Duty  of  fuch  Offices,  or  any  of  them,  to  be  re- 
gulated and  determined  as  aforefaid  ; he  fhall  in 
either  of  the  above  Cafes,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Ufe 
of  the  faid  Company,  the  Sum  of  Five  Pounds 
Five  Shillings  of  lawful  Money.  And  if  any 
fuch  Prafeffor,  Warden,  or  Steward  of  Anatomy, 
or  any  other  Member  of  the  Company,  in  differing 
Human  Bodies,  or  the  Parts  of  any  Human  Body, 
in  public,  or  private,  fhall  indecently  expofe  any 
Part  thereof,  fo  as  to  give  public  Offence  ; or  fhall

Item,,  Whereas  fome  Doubts  and  Ouef- 
tions  have  arifen,  touching  the  meaning  and  ope- 
ration of  that  Part  of  the  Twenty-fifth  of  the 
faid  Bye  Laws,  fo  heretofore  made  as  aforefaid, 
which  relates  to  Perfons  who  fhould  thereafter 
praSlice  Surgery,  or  hang  out  any  Sign  profeffing 
to  prafilice  Surgery,  without  having  been  firft  duly 
examined  by  the  Court  of  Examiners,  and  having 
received  the  grand  Diploma,  under  the  Seal  of 
the  Company.  Now  it  is  hereby  ordained. 
That  if  any  Perfon,  fhall  at  any  Time  hereafter 
praftice  Surgery,  or  profefs  to  praftice  Surgery, 
or  hang  out  any  Sign  or  other  token  profefiing 
to  practice  Surgery,  within  the  Cities  of  London 
and  Weflminfler,  or  either  of  them,  or  within  the 

Difiance  of  Seven  Miles  of  the  laid  City  of  Lon- 
don, 
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don,  without  having  been  firft  duly  examined  by 
the  Court  of  Examiners,  and  having  received  the 
Grand  Diploma  under  the  Seal  of  this  Corpora- 
tion, That  then  every  fuch  Perfon,  fhall  forfeit 
and  pay,  to  the  Ufe  of  this  Corporation,  the  Sum 
of  Five  Pounds  of  lawful  Money  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, for  each  and  every  Month  he  fhall  fo  prac- 
tice or  profefs  to  pra&ice  Surgery,  without  fuch 
Licence  and  Authority.
